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WASHINGTON, DC—Marcus Epstein, the young executive director of 
an organization chaired by Pat and Bay Buchanan, the reputed co-founder of 
a new racist college organization and a regular staple in paleoconservative 
circles, is to be sentenced for an assault on an African-American woman that 
has been classified as a hate crime, court records show. 

According to documents obtained from District of Columbia’s Superior 
Court, Epstein, 25, must appear before Judge Wendell P. Gardner on July 8 for 
sentencing after pleading guilty to simple assault charges stemming from an 
incident during the early evening hours of July 7, 2007. The documents state 
that Epstein was walking down the street making offensive remarks when he 
encountered the victim, called her the ”N-word” and struck her in her head. He 
was briefly detained by the woman's husband, but was able to escape, only to 
be arrested minutes later by a Secret Service officer who witnessed the attack. 
According to the officer's statement, a friend of Epstein's informed him that 
he had been drinking. 

A restraining order to stay away from the couple has been imposed on Ep¬ 
stein. He currently faces a maximum punishment of 180 days in jail and $1000 
fine and also had to continue mental health treatment, complete an alcohol 
treatment program, write a letter of apology to the victim and donate $1000 to 
the United Negro College Fund prior to sentencing. 

Epstein has been involved in political activism since his undergraduate 
days at the College of William and Mary, editing the Remnant, a now defunct 
conservative student newspaper on campus, and interning at the conservative 
Leadership Institute. In 2006 he founded the paleoconservative Robert Taft

PHILADELPHIA - One Life Crew, the Cleveland-based band 
whose music has been seen as promoting sexism, racism and ho¬ 
mophobia, and has commanded a fan base among neo-Nazi circles, 
has pulled themselves out of a show they had planned for June 6 at 
the First Unitarian Church after widespread complaints to the Pas¬ 
tor and church board members. 

Rev. Nate Walker, the pastor of the church, noted that after 
speaking with members of One Life Crew about their music and 
the controversy surrounding the show, the band decided not to per¬ 
form at the church to quell the concern. Rev. Nate, as he is often 
referred, had spoken with the band to discuss those concerns, and 
was put off particularly by them laughing at the idea of them being 
seen as racist simply because their singer is Turkish and the drum¬ 
mer is Jewish. When Rev. Nate made note of their more racially 
charged lyrics, they dismissed them as not being hate speech, but 
rather "free speech". 

The cancellation came after two weeks of correspondence via 
phone calls and emails to the church by people concerned with the

CHOPPING BLOCK: HAL TURNER 

On June 3, 2009, White Supremacist radio host Hal Turner was 
arrested and charged with inciting injury to two politicians in 
Connecticut and a state ethics official. The warrant issued was 
for inciting his website’s readers to “take up arms” against the 
officials. He was arrested in New Jersey and was extradited to 
Connecticut, where he posted bail. It was a waste of money. 
Turner was subsequently re-arrested on June 24, 2009 at his 
New Jersey home for threats to the judges of the United States 
Court of Appeals for the Seventh Circuit in Chicago. Turner 
was denied bail and FBI officials revealed that they had found 
200 rounds of ammunition and 150 illegal hollow-point bullets 
in Turner’s home. Turner is a former friend of radio host Sean 
Hannity, himself known for race-baiting antics. The website for 
Turner’s radio show was taken down by Turner’s family, direct¬ 
ing interested parties to a weblog for the Family of Hal Turner.

show from all over the country. Rev. Nate said he received "four 
dozen” phone calls to his cell phone in two days, some angry 
and some respectable. Many of those calls came this week when 
Rev. Nate responded in a May 27 pastoral statement to the activ¬ 
ism around the show launched by the Trenton and Philadelphia 
chapters of Anti-Racist Action. During a meeting Saturday eve¬ 
ning which included members of Philadelphia Anti-Racist Ac¬ 
tion, One People's Project, Philadelphia Commission on Human 
Relations and First Unitarian Church Board members, all parties 
agreed that there was a breakdown in communication among all 
that were concerned with the show that led to the Church feeling 
as it was being unfairly attacked and activists against the show 
feeling as though they were not being heard. It resulted in ten¬ 
sions being raised to the point that the meeting was called at the 
church to ease those tensions. 

One Live Crew's history with controversy is nothing new. Its 
lyrics have sparked outcry in the nineties from activists in their 
hometown of Cleveland, and their response has been with vio¬ 
lence or threats of violence. A female activist was threatened with 
rape by the band, and a riot famously broke out during the perfor¬ 
mance of one of their more racist songs, during which someone 
in the audience objected and band members jumped off stage. 
That incident resulted in the band being dropped from their la¬ 
bel Victory Records, who by that time was receiving letters and 
phone calls about the band routinely. One Life Crew broke up 
in 1998, although in 2004 a split 7-inch with the North Carolina 
band Empire Falls was released. At the time of that released, ru¬ 
mors swirled about the politics of Empire Falls and their lead 
singer Bryan Scorch. In recent years however, Empire Falls is 
seen performing at white power concerts, which for many put to 
rest questions about the nature of the band. 

The One Life Crew show that was to take place in Philadel¬ 
phia was one of two reunion shows that had been promoted since 
January; the other show is to be held on June 5 at Peabody's Cafe 
in Cleveland. Although there was heavy internet promotion of 
the shows, it was originally unclear if the show was happening 
in Philadelphia or who was promoting it. R5 Productions are in 
charge of promotions at the First Unitarian Church, and in the 
fifteen years of doing shows there turned it into the biggest ven¬ 
ue for punk shows in the city. Although they announce all their 
shows on their website, they never announced the One Life Crew 
date, and the church, when first asked about the show, sent an 
email saying the show was not on their schedule. When asked, R5 
Productions informed people that the show was " 100% on” and 
was being promoted by Joe Hardcore of Friends Stand United 
(FSU), an anti-racist crew originally formed in Boston to keep 
neo-Nazis out of the punk scene. Recently, that stance has been 
compromised because the Philadelphia FSU came into an agree¬ 
ment with the local neo-Nazi outfit Keystone State "Skinheads” 
(KSS) sometime in 2007 that they would be allowed to come to 
shows provided they don't wear their colors, don't engage in vio¬ 
lence and don't recruit. Members of KSS have since engaged in 
violence outside the Church and have indeed attempted to recruit, 
despite the agreement. In addition, KSS member Keith Carney, 
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who Joe Hardcore grew up with, had been seen photographing 
crowds at other shows and gathering information about who 
attendees were. He and a few other KSS members were ex¬ 
pected to attend the One Life Crew show in Philadelphia. 

Rev. Nate noted that R5 Productions, as they are the only 
ones with the insurance and the agreement with the church, 
were indeed the promoters of the One Life Crew show and 
Joe Hardcore was working through them. He had met with 
not only the promoters, but also with Carney, who told him he 
had been going to shows at the church for ten years, and that 
he is not the person he is depicted as. He noted that Keystone 
State "Skinheads'’ had recently changed their name to Key¬ 
stone United and that they are not about white power but rather 
white pride. Rev. Nate has noted that the controversy and the 
eventual cancellation have left the promoters "furious". 

No other venue for Philadelphia has been announced, and 
according to Rev. Nate, One Life Crew was now unsure of 
their availability for the June 6 event after playing the night 
before in Cleveland. 
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Club, and generated controversy when he attempted to hold a 
forum on conservatives and race at the Leadership Institute of¬ 
fice building featuring his friend American Renaissance editor 
Jared Taylor on the panel. When learned of the nature of the 
forum, the Leadership Institute disallowed it to be held there, 
and it was moved. Epstein is also the executive director of The 
American Cause, the research foundation chaired by Pat Buch¬ 
anan and Bay Buchanan that promotes an America First policy 
in trade, immigration, and foreign policy, and Team America 
PAC, a committee founded by former congressman Tom Tan- 
credo and chaired by Bay Buchanan that supports an extremely 
restrictive immigration policy. Epstein's political activism also 
included appearing on The Political Cesspool, a white suprema¬ 
cist radio program hosted by Council of Conservative Citizen 
member James Edwards that proudly admits to hosting white 
supremacists and Neo-Nazi figures. 

In January, a new organization, Youth for Western Civiliza¬ 
tion was founded with Epstein as its Vice-President. "Youth for 
Western Civilization will educate, organize and train activists on 
campuses across the nation to create a culture that will promote 
the survival of Western Civilization and pride in Western heri¬ 
tage," says the group in their mission statement on their website. 
"This movement is focused on the support of Western history, 
identity, high culture, and pride and opposition to radical mul- 
ticulturalism, political correctness, racial preferences, mass im¬ 
migration, and socialism." Speaking events sponsored by YWC 
chapters at Vanderbilt University, American University and the 
University of North Carolina have been held in the face of pub¬ 
lic protest. The UNC event in April was squashed as speaker 
Tancredo was disrupted by activists. 

A press conference also in January with Epstein, Bay Bu¬ 
chanan, financial journalist Peter Brimelow, who also edits the 
racist anti-Hispanic website VDARE and Fox News correspon¬ 
dent Jim Pinkerton saw controversy for its call to the Republican 
Party to abandon reaching out to Hispanics and nonwhites and 
focus only on its white voting base. Because of his Jewish and 
Korean heritage, Epstein's presence has used by far right activ¬ 
ists, supporters and by Epstein himself to deny charges of racism 
and anti-Semitism. 

Epstein has already started to make plans to step off the po¬ 
litical stage. According to the biography on his website, he has 
been admitted to the University of Virginia School of Law and 
will begin taking classes in August 2009. "I will more or less 
suspend my political activities," Epstein wrote. However, on 
June 1, Jason Wu Trujillo, UVA Law’s Senior Assistant Dean for 
Admissions and Financial Aid, said in a statement, “Mr. Epstein 
is not currently enrolled at the University of Virginia School of 
Law, and I do not expect him to be an enrolled student in the 
future.”
